I anſwer ; Our God is not Imaginary, but Inviſible, and his Like or Likeneſs was never (cen ; (Te ſaw no ſbape, ſaith the Scrip- 
tute,) nor is the Light created; for it's ſaid, God is light; nor is it Natural, but the Spirit, convincing the world of Sin (as ſaith e e 
He proceeds; If ſhe uſeth Croſſes, you Croſneſs, c. Is here ny But uſe not Papiſts Croſsneſs too? when they croſs their Swords throug 
poor Martyrs hearts; For Swords are Crofles, and red bloody Croſſes are Romes chief Badges. Then thou nent of Superſtition, in little 
garbs, and ſullen phraſes ; but a modeſt garb, and plain phraſe, beſt become Religion.
